University Term 


Opened Tuesday 


The University of Alberta began its 
31st annual session on Tuesday with 
an enrolment which is expected to 
reach more than 2,000. 

All first year and new students in 
second year registered Tuesday, while 
all other scholars in the faculty of 
arts, including the schools of educa- 
tion, commerce, household economics 
and B.Sc. in pharmacy, will be en- 
rolled today (Wednesday). 

All other college men and co-eds— 
those in the faculties of medicine 
(also including the school of dent- 
istry and B.Sc. in, nursing) agri- 
culture end applied science, law and 
the school of pharmacy will register 
Thursday. 

Physical examination of the new 
students commenced Tuesday and will 
last till Thursday, to be followed by a 
psychological examination for new 
scholars 

Lectures in all courses begin on 
Friday and Will continue without ma- 
jor interruptions until Dec, 21st, when 
the Christmas vacations will com- 
mence. ‘ 

A skilled staff directed by A. E. 
Ottewell, registrar, are conducting 
the registration in Convocation Hall. 
As in previous years, faculty advisers 
will assist “bewildered students in 
their selection of time tables. 

Several ‘students from town left at 
the first of the week to be present at 
the opening of the registration period, 


A public meeting regarding the 
youth training movement, under the 
leadership of Mr. H. Abbott, was 
held Wednesday evening last at 8 p.m. 
A good crowd of young people was in 
attendance. 

The question of this movement be- 
ing a method of training the youth 
for future military service was 
brought before the meeting. The 
view was immediately and emphatic- 
ally denied. by the local leader. The 
whole Dominion-provincial youth 
training program was originally 
started for the purpose of rehabili- 
tation of the unemployed and under- 
privileged youth of Canada. Physical 
training was not part of the original 
scheme and is not as yet a part of 
it except in Alberta and British Co- 
lumbia. It is the result of the work 
of Ian Eisenhardt, of British Colum- 
bia, who commenced his physical 
training work in the parks of Van- 
couver and later gained the notice of 
the British Columbia government. To- 
day every citizen of B.C. is eligible 
to take part in this new deal in phys- 
ical education and recreation. This 
year in Alberta, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Department of Education 
and a local sponsor, and the supervi- 
sion of Mr. Ross, of Calgary, the 
youth of Alberta have their oppor- 
tunity. 

Unfortunately this was a month of 
crises and therefore the fear of this 
scheme being a military one. Appre- 
ciation of the point was granted by 
the chair but let us stop before we 
indiscriminately condemn that which 
is for our benefit. 


During the past fiscal year 32,301 
men and 23,166 women profited by the 
Dominion-provincial program.

AIDS HARVEST 


General—-Good progress has been 
made towards completion of harvest- 
ing operations in the Prairie Prov- 
inces, despite delays caused by heavy 
rains over a Wide area in Saskatché- 

wan and in parts of Alberta. Thresh- 
ing is virtually finished in Manitoba 
and is approaching i ai in Sas- 


j katchewan. 


| 


“In Alberta, operations are well ad- 
vanced. 

Harvesting has pebareesed rapidly 
under almost idéal weather conditions 
and cutting is practically completed. 
Threshing, which is well advanced, 
should be completed int two weeks if 
weather is favorable. It.is estimat- 
ed that wheat will average about 17 
bushels per acre, with grades two and 
three predominating. Coarse grains 
are very satisfactory, and there is 
ample feed. The harvesting of a sat- 
isfactory sugar beet crop has com- 
menced. 

In Saskatchewan, heavy rains over 
most of the province have interrupted 
harvesting operations, but threshing 
is now nearing completion. The Do- 
minion, government estimates the 
yield of wheat per acre at 10.4 bush- 
els ,compared with 2.7 bushéls last 
year. The rainfall has improved soil 
moisture conditions and pastures gen- 
erally are in good condition. Fall 
ploughing has commenced.

The Carvers reared the sickly child, 
bestowing his given name, “George 
Wasiington”. Frail and undersized, 
he performed household chores, be- 
coming an excellent cook and learning 
to mend clothes. The Carvers want- 
ed him to have an education, but of- 
fered him no money. Without a cent, 
he set out for a school eight miles 
away. Alone among strangers, he 
slept at first in an old horse barn. 
Soon he picked up odd jobs and en- 
tered the school. 

‘In his early twenties, having com- 
pleted the high school course, he mail- 
ed an entrance application to a col- 
lege in Iowa, and by mail was ac- 
cepted. But when he arrived, they 
refused to admit him beacuse he was 
a Negro. Undismayed, again he 
worked at odd jobs. Before long he 
accumulated enough money to open a 
small laundry. 

The next year he entered Simpson 
College at Indianola, Iowa. When he 
had paid his entrance fee he had ten 
cents left, and he had to live nearly 
a week on corn meal and suet. For 
three years he worked his way; then 
in 1890 he enrolled at Iowa State Col- 
lege. Four years later he took his de- 
gree in agriculture, having earned ev- 
ery penny of his expenses. His work 
so impressed the authorities that they 
appointed him to the college faculty. 

It was while Carver was at Iowa 
State that Booker T. Washington in- 
vited him to Tuskegee. In accepting, 
Carver saw a great opportunity to 
serve his own people in the South. He 
saw that the cotton lands were wear- 
ing out through failure to rotate the 
crops. .He saw debt-burdened farm- 
ers facing poverty. He set himself to 
preach a gospel of native money crops 
other than cotton; and after study 
and experiment he decided that the 
Southern farmer could get his money 
with more surety and less damage to 
his soil by growing peanuts and sweet 
potatoes.

Fortunately, while little can be 
done to change the ‘weather, much 
can be done towards assuring the 
plants of. the opportunity of using it 
to best advantage, by providing abun- 
dance of organic matter, nitrogen, 
and mineral plant food substances. 

Crops, such as winter wheat, re- 
ceiving a liberal supply of well bal- 
anced commercial fertilizer this fall 
will be given a good opportunity to 
come through the winter and yield 
well next season, regardless of the 
jother adverse conditions they may 
encounter. 


THE PRODUCTON OF WINTER 
WHEAT 


Much interest has developed in the 
production.of winter wheat. Reports 
are received from different parts of 
Central Alberta of phenomenal suc- 
cess with this crop, and many farm- 
ers are considering the advisability of 
going into the production of winter 
wheat on a larger scale, states G. E. 
DeLong, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta. 


undue expansion of the winter wheat 
acreage. In the first place, returns 
in yield per acre have been larger 
from the 1937-38 crop than could be 
expected under normal conditions for 
the reason that there was less winter 
killing last winter than usuel. For 
example, all varieties incluced in the 
winter wheat tests of 1937-28 ct the 
Experimental Station, L2combs, came 
jthrourch the winter without ary win- 
ter-killing, while the same varieties 
were completely winter-killed during 
the previous winter. 


Observations over a period of yeurs 
indicate that in Central Albert, the 
winter-killing in winter wheat varies 
from 30 to 60 per cent. in normal 
winters, and that surviving plants 
have their vigor so reduced that con- 
siderable time is required for them to 
re-establish themselves in the spring, 
with the result that winter wheats 
seldom ripen as early or yield as well 
as early Maturing varieties of spring 
wheat. 

The control of soil drifting on land 
which has been summer-fallowed is 
creating a new use for winter wheat. 
Experiments conducted at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
show that the use of a cover crop of 
wheat seeded during the middle of 
August will cortrol soil drifting. The 
use of winter wheat as a cover crop 
in this work suggests itself as being 
worthy of consideration. The winter 
wheat would protect the soil from 
wind erosion as well as the spring 
iwheat, and, if it survived the winter, 
would give a crop of grain. If 
thinned out by winter-killing, the 
stand could be thickened up by spring 
seeding an e«rly maturing variety 
such as Reward. 

Such a combination would give a 
crop that would be all ripe at the 
same time. 

Stubbling in winter wheat in the 


fall sa that the stubble will hold the | 


snow and protect the wheat has given 
fair results in many instances. This 
practice has not been in use _ long 
enough in Central Alberta to justify 
recommendations concerning it. It 


‘lis possible, owever, tat those farming 


in the grey wooded soil area where 
there is a protéctive covering of snow 
all winter would be justified in giv- 
ing this method of growing winter 
wheat a trial. 

It is. sugegsted that growers would 
be well advised not to over-expand 
their winter wheat acreage. At best, 
winter wheat is a risky crop. Ideal 
soil preparation for winter wheat is 
also ideal for spring wheat and the

It is practically definite now that 
the pending tiade treaty with the 
United States will not be published 
until after the United States Con- 
gressional elections on November 6th 
next. At the close of a recent cab- 
inet meeting, Honorable T. A. Crerar, 
-who had presided over the gathering, 
told the newspapermen that a definite 
announcement concerning the pact 
should be expected within ten days. 
When he was asked, however, wheth- 


er he meant that the details would be 


available at that time, he disclaimed 
any such implication. He said that 
he merely meant that within ten days 
the several missions which had been 
negotiating on behalf of Canada, the 
United Kingdom, and the United 
States respectively would be in a po- 
sition to report definite proposals to 
their principals. This would be, Mr. 
Crerar then went on to emphasize, 
merely a preliminary stage. It would 
have to be followed by negotiations 
between the _ several governments 
with respect to objections and 
changes which the proposals of the 
experts might involve. This would 
mean a further delay .of several 
weeks, at least. 

With the Congressional. elections 
now less than seven weeks distant 
and the campaign already warming 
into high intensity, it is apparent to

The World of Wheat

“There are so many classes and 
grades of seed. What is really the 
best to buy?’—a farmer friend asks. 

There are three main classes of 
seed, with No. 1, 2 and 3 grades with- 
in each class. 


(A) GENERAL SEEDS OF COM- 
MERCE—which require -a Control 
Sample Certificate, stating that the 
stocks are up to certain germination 
standards, and that they contain no 
more weed seeds, nor seeds of other 
kinds. of grain, than the Seeds Act 
permits. 

(B) CERTIFIED SEED—which is 
the samé kind of material as (A) ex- 


‘cepting that it is a little purer in 
each grade, and ‘also that the stocks! 


are certified to be true to a _ high 
standard of excellence to one specified 
variety. 

(C) REGISTERED SEED—which 
again is the same as (B) excepting 
,that it is even purer, and is true-to- 
variety to a still higher standard of 
excellence even than Certified Seed. 
| The best qualities of Registered and 
Certified seed are contained in sacks, 
each individual sack having been in- 
spected, tagged and sealed by an offi- 
cer of the Dominion Seed Branch. 
Certified seed in the sack is more ex- 
pensive than General Seeds of Com- 
merce, and Registered Seed is some- 
what more expensive than Certified, 
‘simply because it is the highest quality 
‘seed obtainable.
